Mr. Garland spoke of the widespread 


•destruction in Arkansas by the overflow 
as absolutely appalling and uuprecedenf- I 
ed. It had swept away the barns, gran- 
aries and stock of the farms. 
He urged 


prompt action extending relief, though 
he was not prepared to say what form the 
measure of relief should take. 


Mr. Allison suggested in view of the 


desirableness of prompt action, the ref- 
erence of the subject to the military com- 
mittee, who could consult with the Sec- 
retary of War upon provisions for issu- 
ing and transporting rations to the points 
at which they are most needed.

The unfinished business, the Grant re- 


tirement bill, was taken up, and Mr. 
Bayard moved iu utuuiui bj tubsuiuiiiig 
therefor a provision to pay to every Pres- 
ident of the United States who shall have 
served' or may hereafter serve in said 
office, and who shall have retired from 
the same, a sum annually during his life 
equal to one-fourth part of the annual 
Presidential salary, but this not to be 
paid in tbe case, of n second Presidential 
term. 


In opposing the bill, Mr. Bayard spoke 


of the filling of the retired fist by ap- 
pointment of civilians as regarding the 
promotions which ordinarily would occur 
in the service of the retirement of officers 
because of seniority, and the injustice 
,ind hardship of this to deserving officers 
entitled to promotion by long service. 
ITe advocated his proposition for retiring 
ex-Presidents as an extension of the prin- 
ciple already applied to the judges of the 
Supreme Court, as securing greater inde- 
pendence on tho part of the incumbent 
of the chief magistracy; as securing a 
provision to which that official was en- 
titled by reason of his exceptionally im- 
portant service.
